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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has already stated that fuel is injected during the 
compression stroke and Figure 9 clearly shows when fuel is injected during that period. Applicant has not mentioned any thing regarding Figure 9 nor 
the supporting disclosure. In addition, Applicant is reminded to See MPEP 2125. As to Applicant's other untenable arguments, Ueda et al. explicit h 
states predetermined injection liming, and, clearly shows an injection delay in Figure 9. Lastly , the specificity in Applicant's remarks are not shown in 
the claim language. Applicant's choice of words, "does not occur until" does not only preclude the langauge to a delay. Applicant is reminded to See 

MPEP 2111. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969) The court explained that 
"reading a claim in light of the specification, to thereby interpret limitations explicitly recited in the claim, is a 
quite different thing from 'reading limitations of the specification into a claim,' to thereby narrow the scope of the 
claim by implicitly adding disclosed limitations which have no express basis in the claim." Thus, the claim is not 
limited to such interpretation and the rejection still holds.
